No humorous remark is now made 


when the physician after tests, con- 
sultation with the dentist, and an 
X-ray ot the teeth announces that 
the pain in the joint or muscle Is due 
to Infpctcrt teeth. The fact that the 
n fee ted teeth and 
ton.siln are 
the 


most frequent cause of pains, tired- 
ness, rheumatism followed by heart 
disease, has been well proven. 


Howe\er, some newspaper writers 


and humorists are now telling tin 
hat physicians have "discovered" 
another part of the body that can 


blamed tor pains, rheumatism, 


heart disease and blgb blood pres- 
sure, and that inflammation of this 
part—th« Binusce or caverns adjoin- 
ng the nose—now called the sinu- 
sitis will be the "fashionable" ail- 
ment about which these patients can 
tell their friends. 


There are three sets of sinuses, at 


different levels, connected with the 
nose 
They form a sounding box for 


Hie Mjice and help to moisten air go- 


into the lungs. With a head cold 


there may be an accumulation of mu- 
cous In these sinuses which gives the 
voice the "flat" sound which is 10 
characteristic. 


However, just as simple Inflamma- 


tions can go on to severe inflamma- 
tions, from excess moisture or mu- 
cous to pus formation, so pus—more 
or less virulent or poisonous—is 
formed In ilie sinuses and gets into 
the blood just as do poisons from 
teeth and tonsils. 


Dr. Kobert K. Ridpalh. Philadel- 


phia, professor ol nose and throat 
diseases. Temple University, at the 
International Assembly at St. Puiil 
last Autumn reminded the members 
that the nose, throat and ear are 
parts of tb* body and poisons from 
Inflammations in these pans are car- 
ried by the blood to all parts ot the 
body causing both local and general 
symptoms. 


"Infections of the stomach, appen- 


dix, gall-bladder, and other stomach 
and Intestinal conditions may be 
traced to sinus infections, and so also 
may chronic bronchitis and tubercu- 
losis. 


"To treat patients with asthma 


without a thorough st-idy of the nose 
la folly. The sinuses have been large- 
ly overlooked, while we look for 
trouble In leeth. tonsils, and In gall 
bladder, stomach and Intestine*. If 
tbe nose is al fault In chronic arth- 
ritis or rheumatism the trouMe Is 
probably la the maxillary sinus (la 
upper jawt."

Why? Because of the effect of 
Presidential announcements on 
the market situation. That 11 an 
easy answer. Uneasy, however, 
are some business men and econo- 
mists who see deep sujnifkance in 
it. The* predict a steady increase 
of buiineis interest in Presiden- 
tial and administrative doinff in 
• eneral. The reason is the steadily 
larger hand played by government 
in business. The larger the hand, 
tbe greater the interest 
It seems obvious that the more 


government is involved in busi* 
ness, the greater will be the re- 
action of business to any govern- 
ment move. In turn, as the govern- 
ment recognizes this, it will seek * 
larger control in business to pre- 
vent such reactions setting up 
harmful fiscal and employment 
fluctuations. 


New Factors 
A SAMPLE of the quick busi- 


ness reaction was the abrupt 


additional slnmp in government 
bonds when* Secretary Morgen- 
thau of the treasury commented 
on the limited support which pub- 
lic agencies could lend to the bond 
market. Another is the slump in 
metal and durable goods shares 
when President Roosevelt an- 
nounced withdrawal of public 
works buying in that field. 
That may be the effect on a day- 


to-day basis. But every four years

Around 60 new stamps from trou- 


ble-torn Spain have reached New 
York collectors and dealers within 
recent weeks. 


They represent both sides in the 


cinl war. 
In some Instances the 


prime purpose of their issuance has 
not been established aa far as Amer- 
ican catalogers are concerned. They 
are being classified as "tentative 
listings" until farther information 
is available. 


Doubtless some of these stamps 


have been tn use for considerable 
time, but due to wartime difficulties 
hare been delayed in reaching this 
country. 


Quit* a number of the new 


stamps are simply overprints on 
previous issues Others are special 
printings with new designs. It la 


difficult to learn tbe exact source 
of some of tb« stamps. 
For the 


most part, however, tbe government 
Isaues include new design*, some 
of which apparently were prepared 
weeks or even months before reach- 
ing this country.
